One of the greatest troubles of tho average Fancier, is plants spoiling on him and 
not growing. Lack of sunlight is one of the greatest causes of plant spoilage.

of sun per day, or the equivalent in strong clectric light over tho aquariume 
Plants kept without some direct sun or cloctric light usually go to piccos. 


Sunlight is also good for your fish, as somo varicties got the discaso callod 
Rickets", because of the lack of sunlight.
